Thers woulll be vigorous Republican
roslstance to such an effort but the
Demoerits bold the wi:ii' liand, Thﬂ}'
ure willing to  see  their  oppbnents
sapdrm wud, if sueh n plan should mTU
throagh, they would be, sqonlly rdedy
to place responsibility for any foature
of the tarl conetment that proved un-
popilar, npos the Hepublieans of the
senate unl apon the President.
